Domestic Relations Court through April 26, 2020. The Court asks that unless you are a party to a case 
please consider staying home. All NON-EMERGENCY matters will be continued to a later date. 
Emergency matters include, but are not limited to, inmate arraignments, detention hearings, bond 
hearings, protective order cases and Department of Social Services matters. The Court will have a liberal 
continuance policy. If you are ill or you may have been exposed to someone who is ill, please contact the 
Court BEFORE coming to the Courthouse. Counsel are asked to notify the parties and witnesses that the 
case has been continued. All parties will receive notices with the new hearing date. If your address has 
changed please notify the court. Please contact the Clerk’s Office at 434-352-8225 if you have any 
questions or concerns.
